inevitable, inexorable, mathematical cer- 
tainty that the fundamental law of supply 
and demand will rule the markets and the 
money of the world. 


ABOR-UNION PROFITEERS. 

“Give us a thirty-hour week and a 60- 
per-cent. increase in pay.” 

Such is the ultimatum which the radical 
leaders of the striking coal miners deliv- 
ered to the coal Operators and to Secretary 
of Labor Wilson at the opening of the con- 
ference called by the government to adjust 
differences between the miners and the oo 


miners only. It was drawn and presented 
by the national officers of the unions. If 
it were to be granted an additional .$1,000,- 
000,000 a year would be added to the price 
of soft coal in this country. 

The walking delegates demand a five-day 
*week of six-hour days for the coal miners: 
and they ask that the pay for the short 
week shall be 60 per cent. greater than 
that which they formerly received for a 
six-day, eight-hour week. Shortening the 
working hours and increasing the pay 
would make the cost of mining a ton of 
coal double what it was when the miners 
went on strike. 

Such a settlement would increase the 
membership of the unions, would put the 
walking delegates in high favor and would 
double the tribute now paid by the miners 
to the labor-union bosses. But how about 
the ultimate consumer? Doubling the cost 
of a sack of coal will mean a continuance 
of the coal famine in many a humble bome. 
It would add new terrors to the rigors of an 
eastern winter among the poor. It means 
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even more than diamonds, the truly 
precious stones have gone beyond 
the reach of all* but the most 
Wealthy. 

Waldemar T. Schaller of the Geo- 
logical Survey, who is an expert on 
precious stones, says that this, like 
almost everything else, is due partly 
to the war. The mining of precious 
stones hag fallen off groatly In the 
last few years. But the supply of 
these stones in nature is steadily dl- 
minishing. This, of course, dees not 
apply so exactly to pearls, which ate 
manufactured by oysters. Pearls 
are not within Mr. Schaller’s juris- 
diction, because they are not niner- 
als, but pearls are also becoming 
constantly more expensive. 

The astonishing value which pre 
cious stones have by be- 
coming scarce has given rise to 
many interesting developments. 
When a bit of diamond the size of 
the tip of a lead pencil is worth « 
thousand dollars, and with the strug 
gle for the necessities of life as bit: 
ter as it is, it takes a bold man or 
woman to wear many diamonds. 
Many, of course, do it in spite of the 
risks, but the number of gems which 
repose tn caskets and never sce the 
light of day is Gndoubtedly increas: 
ing. There are many famous jewels 
which have not been seen for gen- 
érations. Such, for example, is the 
famous Braganza diamond by 
the government of Portugal. It is 
kept locked up in a safe and no one 
is ever allowed to see it. It is sail 
one reason for thia is that the f 
mous Praganza stone is not a dia- 
mond at allgbut merely a chunk of 
quartz. No one is allowed to see i
